night, has been added to the Com- 
pany’s fast growing fleet of famous 
merchandise carriers to speed  ship- 
nents from the Los Angeles area to the 
Arizona communities for first morning 
delivery in Yuma.and Phoenix and first. 
afternoon delivery in Tueson. 

With Yuma, Phoenix and ‘Tucson as 
“break-bulk” points, less-than-carload 
shipments consigned ta Benson, Bisbe 
Bowie, Casa Grande, Chandler, Cool- 
idge, Douglas, Florence, Gila, Globe, 
Mesa, Miami, Nogales, Safford and 
muauny other southern Arizona destina- 
tions are forwarded on the trucks of the 
Peoples Freight Lines and rail con- 
nections. Service to Bisbee, Douglas, 
Deming and points west not served 
by the trucking operation are also im- 
proved 24 hours over former schedules 
by rail service.

Angeles daily, except Sundays and holi-

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HOT BOXES: Oil Lubricating System 


For Journals and Hubs of Locomotive Drivers 


ESIGNED to minimize locomotive 

failures due to hot driving boxes, 
an improved system of oil lubrication 
for driving jouruals and hubs has been 
developed by the Motive Power De- 
partment of Southern Pacific and in- 
stalled on mountain type 4-8-2 loco- 
Motives, Nos. 4328, 4840 and 4351. 
Locomotive 4315 is now in process of 
conversion at Sacramento Shops where 
others will have the new system in- 
stalled during the next few months. 

The new system substitutes oil for 
the conventional grease in driving 
boxes, eliminates hand lubrication of 
hubs and minimizes seoring of journals. 
Journal temperatures under operating 
conditions ure reduced by more than 
100 degrees. 

The system, in part, comprises use 
of spring pad lubricators, heretofore 
used only it1 modern passenger car, 
engine and trailer trucks, according to 
General Superintendent of Motive 
Power Geo, McCormick. Use of the 
spring pad lubricators on driving boxes 
entails only minor modification of the 
conventional grease cellars to provide 
for an oil cellar from which oi] is drawn 
up by wicking into a pad in constant 
wiping contact with the journal. 

Supplementing the spring pad fubri- 
cators in the new driving box lubricut- 
ing system a further guarantee 
against lubrication failure, oi] from a 
mechanical lubricator is constantly fed 
through tubes into the crown of the 
bearings. 

Because brass crown bearings do net 
provide a satisfactory bearing surface 
against stecl when oil lubricated, a 
serrated (notched like a saw) recess 
is cut into the crown brasses, into 
which is poured a lining of white metal 
as a bearing surface. This white metal 
has the characteristic of maintaining 
an even distribution of oil over its 


entire surface, and is soft enough so 
that scoring of journals is substantially 
minimized should bearings become 
overheated for any reason. 

Tests on locomotives where the im- 
proved system has been installed r 
flect remarkably low journal tempera- 
tures under all operating conditions. 
Temperature readings on the surface of 
the journals made with Pyrocon reeord- 
ing device, have shown them to run 
as low as 70 degrees and only as high 
as 130 degrees. Under the same condi- 
tions, conventional brass crown bear- 
jugs, grease lubricated, average between 
200 and 350 degrees, 

The system also provides positive 
automatic lubrication of driver hubs 
by means of two hard felt pads in- 
serted in slots at the rear of the oil 
cellar, These pads project one-cighth 
inch beyond the babbitted face of the 
box and at their inner ends are fed 
with ofl from the cellar through small 
holes. 

Cellars are held in place by latches 
fitted with coil springs to permit free 
endwise movement of the cellars when 
the wheel hubg come in contact with 
the felt pads due to Jateral motion. 
The cellars are easily withdrawn with- 
out removing cellar bolts as was pre- 
iously necessary. Dirt, water and 
foreign matter are kept out of the 
cellars by means of rated br 
spring action dust guards (top and bot- 
tom) closely fitted to the journal at the 
inside end and by a spring action oil 
proof scal at the outside end. 

Heretofore it required one man about. 
an hour and 20 minutes to repack the 
conventional grease cellars in eight 
driving boxes of 2 mountain type lo- 
eomotive, whereas filling the eight oil 
cellars may be aceomplished in ten 
minutes with consequent reduction in 
the cost of lubrication, both Jabor and 


A mechanical lubricator of 36-pint capacity, operated by an arm fastened to the link connecting 
with driving wheel, feeds a steady supply of oil through tubes to the crowns of the engine truck 
and driving bearings, also to driving box shoes and wedges. The faster the locomotive wheels 
turn, the faster the mechanical lubricator operates.

material, A glass bull’s eye sight on the 
cellar shows the cxuct oil level. 

Locomotives on which the new sys- 
tem has been installed are now 100 
per cent oil lubricate Trailer and 
tender truck journals are lubricated by 
spring pad lubricators, and driving 
boxes and engine journals are lubricated 
by spring pad lubricators and the me- 
chanical lubricator. The Mechanical 
Lubricator algo provides for automatic 
lubrication of driving box shoes and 
wedges thercby eliminating the former 
practice of oiling waste-filled pockets 
by hand at roundhouses and the atten- 
dant necessity of adding oil to these 
surfaces at terminals while the engine 
is en route, 

Cost of lubricant for all journals, 
hubs, shoes and wedges on these loco- 
motives has been found to be only 
about $1.75 per thousand locomotive 
miles,

COMMUTERS: Electric Trains Bring Speed and 


Thrills for Interurban Travel Over San: Francisco Bridge 


of Jan. 14 following arrival of Key 
System train with official party of 
state, county and city dignitaries, en- 
gineers, transportation officials, and 
press representatives. 

The commuting population of some 
30,000 affected by the new regime is 
gradually getting itself accustomed to 
revised travel habits, the confusion of 
the first few days ut the terminal has 
disappeared, problems in train opera- 
tions are being ironed out, and service 
is rapidly assuming an orderly routine. 

Novelty of a train ride across the 
bridge has attracted heavy traffic and 
nearly 90,000 persons are being handled 
through the terminal daily, according 
to Sup’t F. E. Sullivan. A total of 
520 trains move in each direction in a 
24-hour period. During the peak hours 
of 4 to 6 p. m. some 40,000 persons 
board the trains of the two companies. 
The trains move out rapidly, 63}4 to 
70 seconds apart under regulation of 
the elaborate automatic cab signs] and 
speed control system. 


Sell Use Ferries: 


'LECTRIC train service across the 
bridge is for interurban travel only. 
Connection from San Francisco to 
Oakland Pier for main line trains to 
and from the Sacramento and San 
Joaquin Valleys, Portland, and the 
East via Overland Route, is still made 
by ferry from the Ferry Building at foot 
of Market Street, San Francisco, Coast 
Line trains continue to arrive and de- 
part from 3rd and Townsend Street 
Station in that city. 

There seems to be some misunder- 
standing as to this on the part of ticket 
agents and the public. Southern Pa- 
cific representatives are urged to make 
this point clear to travelers in order to 
save them difficulties and loss of time 
when passing through San Francisco.

teetering on the edge; and enly a hand- 
ful of roads earned ull of their charg 
in 1938. Vacant desks, idle lathe 
closed shops, and stored locomotives, 
wre grim reminders that many rail- 
roaders are out. of work. 

We could have no just cause for eom- 
plaint if it were true that this country 
no longer needed its railroads, or if 
other and newer forms of fransporta- 
tion were superior. ‘Fhe backbone of 
sportation, however, is 
railroad, which ean and does handle 
ort of goods, between all sta- 
tions, in all seasons, for an average rev- 
enue of about one cent for hauling a ton 
of freight one mile—ihe cheapest average 
charge in the warld for comparable service. 

The service of railroads, upon which 
agriculture and industry depend, is bet- 
ter today, on the whole, than ever be- 
fore—fuster, safer, more adequate, 
more dependable, more efficient. 

Useful as other forms of transport 
are, 00 one of them, nor all of them to- 
gether, can take on the job of trains on 
tracks-~the job which railroads are do- 
ing today better and more efficiently 
than ever before. 

Neither are railroad difficulties due to 
overenpitalization—watered — stock.” 
After twenty-five years of investigation, 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
has definitely established the fact that. 


the total amount of railroad securiti 
of every sort outstanding in the hands 
of the publie is not more but less than 
the investment in railroad properties; 
fess than the cost. of reproduction of 
railroads; less than their present physi- 
eal valuation. ‘The railroads, as a 
whole, are actually undercapitalized. 

In 1930, when railroads as a whole 
were reasonably prosperous, their total 
capitalization (stocks, bonds, equip- 
ment. ecrtificates, ete.) amounted to 


$987 for each $1,000 invested in railroad 
in 


property. In 1937, with railroad 
distress, the total capitalization w 
only $715 for cach $1,000 of investment. 
That part of the total capitalization 
representing debt amounted, in 1910, 
to $606 for each $1,000 of investment. 
In 1937 it amounted to only $439 for 
each $1,000 of investment, 

Neither are railroad difficulties due to 
an increasing burden of fixed charges— 
interest on debts and rentals for leased 
property. In 1937 these charges took 
15.4 cents out. of each dollar of railroad 
revenue, less than in any of the years 
prior to the World War when railroads 
were most. prosperous. 

“There is some misunderstanding of 
the fixed charge situation and its signi- 
fieance,” 2 special committee of the In- 
terstate Commeree Commission re- 
ported to President Roosevelt in 1938. 
“Many seem to think that these charges 
represent. an unjust burden, and that 
if it could be removed, all would be well. 
The fact is that these charges constitute 
a. comparatively modest return on only 
a part of the legitimate investment in 
railroad property. There is nothing un- 
just about this return ... Reduction of 
this fixed-charge burden, while much to 
be desired, is uot a cure for basic rail- 
road ills.” 

‘The financial distress of the railroad 
business is not due so much to condi- 
tions within the businoss itself, as to the 
conditions of public policy under which 
the railroads must operate. 

Our public policy as to railroads is 
that they shall be fully self-supporting 
and tasx-paying, Railroads must do 
more than merely meet the cost of pro- 
viding, maintaining and operating their 
rolling stock and other equipment. 
They imust also meet the cost of pro- 
viding and maintaining the roadways 
upon which that equipment moves; 
and, in addition, must pay taxes on 
both way and equipment—taxes which 
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do not go to the upkeep of railroad 
roadways but go to help support the 
general services of government. Rail- 
roads must accomplish this while op- 
erating under a system of regulation 
based on the theory that they are a mo- 
nopoly. At the same time, they must 
meet the active and effective competi- 
tion of other forms of transportation 
which are not regulated to nearly the 
game extent or degree and which, in 
most instances, do not have to meet the 
cost of providing and maintaining the 
“ways” over which they operate. 

What this one difference between the 
treatment of railroads and their com- 


We all know that the railroads have had a 
long, hard pull to make the grade these past 
years, Years of decreasing business—less 
money coming in and costs of all kinds 
going up. Railroad jobs have been fewer 
and there has been little or no reward for 
those who have loaned hard-earned money 
to build and maintain the railroad plant. 


petitors amounts to may be gauged by 
the following single comparison: 

Out of every dollar railroads take in, 
te take more than 9 cents, and the 
annual cost. of providing and maintain- 
ing the roadway takes 2314 cents more. 

Out of every dollar taken in by the 
certificated motor carriers who report 
to the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
pts goes for taxes of all sorts, 
including li fees and gasoline taxes 
—and nothing more for roadway, which 
is built and maintained by the public. 

With such unequal treatment and 
conditions, it is clear that nothing 
which raitroads might be able to do by 
themselves will solve their difficultie: 
It is also obvious that railroads arc not 
getting a square deal in transportation. 

What is needed is a sound national 
transportation policy giving all forms of 
transportation a full and fair chance to do 
the work for which they are best fitted. 

This can be done by adoption of the 
following policy sponsored by all the 
railroads of the nation: 

(1) Commercial transportation by 
highway should be required to pay its 
way——that is, pay for the use of the 
highways a fair proportion of their con- 
struction and maintenance cost, as well 
as a proper share of those general taxes 
which go to support the ordinary func- 
tions of government. The determina- 
tion of what constitutes such a fair pro- 
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portion of highway costs and a proper 
levy of taxes for gencral purpo: as 
well as the proper methods of assess- 
ment and collection of these charges, 
must be left to the several States, be- 
cause of the variations in local condi- 
tions and because of the responsibility 
of each State for its own highway sys- 
tem and its own government. 

(2) Commercial transportation on 
improved inland waterways (other than 
harbors and the Great Lakes) should 
pay tolls sufficient to meet the cost to 
the taxpayers of constructing, main- 
taining and operating such improved 
waterway facilities. 

(3) Equal regulation, administered 
by the same public body or bodies, 
should be applied to all forms of trans- 
portation, At present, Federal regula- 
tion of various functions of the different 
sorts of transportation is lodged in ten 
separate bureaus, commissions and 
agencies of government. Regulation 
of rates, services, valuation and ac- 
counting might best be administered 
by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, for all forms of interstate tran: 
port. Regulation of security 
consolidations, construction and aban- 
donments, and all functions of a re- 
search or promotional nature might best 
be administered by a Transportation 
Board created for that purpasc. 

(4) The rate-making rule of the In- 
terstate Commerce Act, applying only 
to railroads, should be replaced with a 
tule applying to all forms of transpor- 
tation alike. Subject to the general 
rule of law that rates must be reason- 
able and neither preferential nor dis 
eriminatory, this rate-making rule 
should permit the establishment by 
each form of transportation of rates 
which, as a whole, will sustain a na- 
tional transportation system adequate 
to meet the needs of commerce, the pos- 
tal service and the national defense; 
which will establish and maintain the 
eredit necessary for further develop- 
ment of the transportation industry; 
and which will afford fair treatment to 
those whose money is invested in trans- 
portation. 

The bill to repeal the long-and-short- 
haul clause of the Fourth Section of the 
Interstate Commerce Act should be 


This is not the time to pile more burdens 
on the rail carriers in the form of needless, 
costly restrictions, For instance, those pro- 
posals to limit the number of cars in freight 
trains, when the records show that as trains 
lengthen, safety records improve... and 
more tons per train gives greater economy, 


The transportation situation and 
recommendations for its improve- 
ment. are discussed more fully in the 
report. of the special committee of 
six, chosen by President Roosevelt 
from railroad management and rail- 
road labor to submit recommenda- 
ions on the general transportation 
situation. Cepies of that report will 
be furnished on request by the Asso~ 
ciation of American Railroads, 924 
‘Transportation Building, Washing- 
ton, D. C. 


enacted. This clause applies only to 
railroads and to no other form of trans- 
portation. Under changed conditions 
of competition it has outlived the pur- 
pose for which it was passed, 

{5} The Jaw requiring the payment 
of reparation by railroads to shippers 
should he revised, in line with the rec- 
ommendations of the Interstate Com- 
meree Commi: 
should, among other changes, discon- 
tinue the payment of reparations ex- 
cept to those who prove an actual direct, 
pecuniary loss from the rate eom- 
plained of, which has not been passed 
on to someone else in the course of com- 
mercial transactions. 

(6) Operation of the Federal Barge 
Lines should be discontinued and its 
equipment disposed of. Started as a 
five-year experiment fourteen ycars 
ago, these lines are operated at a loss 
by the Government. 

(7) The land grant statutes, und2r 
which railroads haul government traffic 
at reduced rates, should be repealed, 

The phrase “land grants’ has served 
for many years to confuse thinking 
and discussion about. railroads. Only 
17,627 miles of railroad, out of a total 
of more than 250,000 miles, were built 
with the aid of Federal land grants. 
These grants were not gifts but were 
trades by which the government. re- 
ceived, as one valuable consideration, 
reduced rates on its traffic, 

Through onhanced value of adjoin- 
ing lands and by its savings in trans- 
portation charges, the government has 
long since been far more than repaid 
for the original value of the tands 
granted to the pioncer railroads, and 
should now pay for its traffic on the 
same basis as other shippers. 

(8) The law governing consolidation 
of railroads should be amended to re- 
lieve the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission of its present obligation to set 
up in advance an artificial plan of gen- 
eral consolidation of all railroads, and to 
allow the carriers freedom to propose 
such consolidations as practical railroad 
men may be able to work out and agree 
upon; subject, of course, to the ap- 
proval of public authority in each ca: 

(9) Laws governing loans by the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
should authorize loans to railroads upon 
certificate by the Interstate Commerce 


Commission that there is reasonable 
assurance of repayment. of the loans in 
substance as required by the Transpor- 
tation Act of 1920. Special considera- 
tion should be given to loans for main- 
tenance work and equipment purchases, 
which would result in maintaining or 
inereasing employment and business. 


(10) Reorganization of railroads, 
where necessary, should be simplified 
by the establishment of a special Fed- 
cral court with exclusive jurisdiction 
over such matters. 


(11) The law requiring railroads to 
pay the cost of rebuilding bridges and 
approaches when made necessary for 
the improvement of navigation or for 
flood control should be amended. This 
expense is not eaused by the railroads, 
is of no benefit to them, and should not 
be imposed upon them. 


(12) State laws requiring railroads 
to pay a substantial part of the cost of 
separating highway grade crossings 
should be amended. The greater part 
of such expenditures are made today 
more for the purpose of increasing the 
capacity of highways and expediting 
traffic than they are from considera- 
tions of safety. Such costs are a proper 
charge upon the publie which benefits, 
rather than upon the railroads. 

(18) Federal tax laws should be 
amended so as to allow credits to tax- 
able income for amounts spent. for debt 
reduction and necessary additions and 
betterments, 


(14) State tax Jaws, wherever they 
impose unjust burden upon railroads 
as compared with other taxpayers, 
ould be amended, and state franchise 
taxes should be based on a fair propor- 
tion of net revenues realized from in- 
tute operations only. 

Study this story and these recom- 
mendations carefully and then use 
every means in your power to see that 
the railroads’ side of the unsolved na- 
tional transportation problem is under- 
stood by your friends, by the business: 
men in your community who benefit 
by your purehasing power, and by those 
who represent you in government.

During this period the nine section 
gangs on the district worked a total of 
1,129,693 man-hours up to Jan. 1 this 
year. Also during this period Merced 
District has had no advantage over 
other districts, for it suffered its share 
of storm troubles and other emergency 
conditions when injuries to workmen 
are most likely to happen. 

Answer to why this outstanding 
safety record has been made possible 
scems to rest in the fact that Road- 
master Stewart has the enthusiastic 
cooperation of the men who follow his 
leadership in being constantly alert to

avoid and correct unsafe practices. The 
men know their roadmaster is sincere 
about this safety business and that he 
practices exactly what he preaches, 

As a consequence Merced District is 
100% safety-minded. For instance, 
every foreman and sectionman wears 
safety shoes, and has ever since March 
1936, only a few months after the 
Safety Shoe campaign was inaugu- 
rated. It was the first district reported 
completely equipped with the shoes. 

Stewart came to Merced District as 
Roadmaster in 1932 to find that many 
of his men were already strict Safety 
disciples. He found that Foreman 
George Pappas had not had a report- 
able accident since he entered service 
in 1899, and that. Foreman Joe Garoppo 
had the same record from the time he 
started work in 1904. To date he re- 
ports that Foremen Martin Ayala, 
Frank Knight, Karl Niedan, Gust 
Poulekus, Theodore Zafer, and Miguel 
Paez, have been added to those who 
have a record of over jen years without 
a reportable accident. 


1938 Safety Review: 


OR the third consecutive year Sac- 
ramento General Shops employes 
ranked first in safety and accident 
prevention during 1938, not only in 
the Mechanical Dep’t but for all the 
17 units on Pacific Lines. Their ratio 
of reportable casualties, as shown in 
tabulation at bottom of next page, was 
but 2.89 per million man-hours worked. 
Western Division was first among 
the rail divisions, moving up from fifth 
position in 1937 as the result of splen- 
did improvement made by each de- 
partment on the division. Salt Lake 
Div. held an outstanding lead over 
other divisions most of the year which 
was not excelled until Western Div, 
went through December with only two 
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reportable injuries. Sacramento Div. 
tured in a ratio reduction of 32.9% 
and Tueson Div. a reduction of 36.2%. 

An outstanding feature of the year’s 
safety efforts was that there were no 
fatalities among the Maintenance of 
Equipment and Stores employes, as 
compared with the four fatal accidents 
last year. Also nateworthy is the fact 
that there has not been a fatality in the 
Locomotive Dep’t of the General Shops 
since 1929, 

“The results for the year are as a 
whole very encouraging,” states Gen- 
eral Manager L. B. McDonald, “but 
our System ratio is still far too high, 
particularly among trainmen and en- 
ginemen. The good work of 1938 
should serve ag a stimulant for greater 
results rather than cause any relaxation 
in safety efforts.” 


Operating Resulfs: 


[OR the twelve months ended De- 
cember 31, 1938, Railway Operat- 
ing Revenues of Southern Pacific Lines 
amounted to §200,070,814, or $24,- 
946,099 less than the revenues for the 
same period of 1937, a decrease of 11%. 
During the same period Railway 
Operating Expenses were $157,246,669, 
or $16,666,008 under expenses for same 
period of 1937, a decrease of 10%. 
After deducting tax accruals of $17,- 
930,065, and net rentals for use of 
equipment and joint facilities totaling 
$10,597,077, there was left Net Railway 
Operating Income of $14,297,003, or 
$8,319,278 under the amount for the 
same period last year, a 37% decrease. 
Out of Net Railway Operating In- 
come, and Other Income consisting of 
dividends and interest.,on securities 
owned, rentals and miscellaneous in- 
come, must be paid the interest on 
bonds and equipment trust notes in 
the hands of the public, and other fixed 
charges. For the cleven months ended 
November 30, 1938, the income from 
all sources was not sufficient to cover 
the fixed charges, and the final result 
was a Net Loss of $7,267,977, whereas 
for the same period of 1937 there was a 


Net Income of $1,122,601. No divi- 
dends have been paid since January, 
1932. The final results for the twelve 
months period of 1938, not available 
as the Bulletin gocs to press, will be 
shown next issue.

Short Wave Net: 


AMATEUR radio operators may 
have an opportunity to assist 
Southern Pacific in solving one of the 
railroads’ serious, though infrequent 
problems—erippled communication. 

This has been made possible by the 
Transportation Amateur Radio League, 
an organization formed to develop and 
co-ordinate a system of communication 
by aid of amateur operators in emer- 
gencies when other wire communica- 
tions are prostrated by damage to pole 
lines, wires, tracks and roads by fires, 
slides and washauts. 

The League is divided into units, 
with a supervising station in each terri- 
tory designated to carry on drills with 
operators in that territory on a specified 
spot frequency, so, that in times of dis- 
ruption, emergency information ean be 
transmitted to the station closest to 
headquarters where such information is 
vitally necessary.

The American railroads are ready to press 
forward with this program, if they Can get the 
means—with the same spirit that has brought 
such tremendous strides in the past, and now 
provides the finest transportation in the world.
